Columbus,- O., Se^t. 15.—That the 


state constitution makes it impossi- 
ble that the legislature be called in 
special session to enact a compulsory 
arbitration law, is a discovery made 
by Governor Harmon.

Ohio provides for boards 
v>f con- 


ciliation, but stipulates that power to 
enforce their findings is not given, 
«xcept when 
the parties at 
issue- 


agree to be bound by the decision. 
When the state board of arbitration 
conducted a hearing of the; troubles, 
which brought on the present strike, 
the union agreed in advance to ac- 
cept the verdict, but'the company re- 
fused. 
Mayor Marshall sent a letter 


to the Columbus 
chamber of 
com- 


merce calling upon it to bring about 
arbitration of the strike. 


A petition was widely circulated on 


the south side urging Governor Har- 
mon to remove Mayor Marshall on 
grounds of inefficiency, but the pe- 
tition was not sent to the governor.
